This WM the first show that the 
Society h«a OTer held, and although 
all of the growers of the county 
were not represented by exhibits, 
sufficient of the prominent ones 
were there to give a lomprehenslva 
Idea of the scope of the Industry. It 
Is planned to hold these shows an- 
nually, and from the success of this 
first one It is laiely predicted that 
all of the leading irowera will be in 
line at the next one. 

The exhibition wM eipMl«Ur well 
atunded, there being large crowds 
on hand at all times from the open- 
ing of the doors at 1 0 o'clock la the 
morning until 10 o'clock at nfght. 
Visitors were present not only from 
this apple-growing section, but also 
fremi other sections of the country, 
aud from expression of opinion made 
were much Impressed with the high 
quality of the fruit shown. A large 
number of cash prizes were offered 
by the Horticultural Society, and the 
leading merehanta of the town alao 
eontrlbuted some of their wares fur 
prises, while the Marttntburg Board 
of Trade offered a large silver chal- 
lenge cup to be awarded to the ex- 
hiliitor Rliouing the five one-bushel 
boxes which represented.

Ac- 
cording to President AlexAnder Clo- 
han of the Society, the value of 
spraying the trees with various 
chcnii.al m:xt;avs for this purpose 
was never more i learly demonstrat- 
ed than tliis ypar. because tliose who 
sprayed obtained fine crops, whll* 
those who did not failed. Having 
accomplished such desirable work, 
the Society determined to endeavor 
to Improve the sUndard of packing 
In the county, and it was mainly 
with this idea In view that the ap- 
ple show was Inaugurated, and moat 
of the principal prises were given 
for the best packs of high-grade 
fruit in botli barri'ls and boxes. , 
One of the important outgrowths 
ot the show tins >.ai will l>o the 
formation of a . o oix rativc associa- 
tion of some 10 or \2 rciucsiiita- 
tive growers to establish a standard 
pack somewhat along ihf lin,.s of 
the lines of the famous Hood River 
pack ot the Northwest. It is felt 
that by this means the standard ot 
Berkeley county apples among b«y- 
ers will bo raised and betur prices 
secured for the fruit.

"I h s f st y 'frttmu- 
ikte hh Incraiuihig dathahd for those 
coming from Berkeley county. 

While apples have been grown for 
.lor.ie y»arH (ommercially In this 
and adjoining counties, it has only 
been within the past 1 fp years or so 
that any great attention has been 
given to this industry. The pioneer 
frslt-grower of this section was W. 
S. Miller, of BeAeley county, who 
60 years ago planted the first cofti- 
merclal orchard. -Mr. MHIsr gave 
dose attention to the problems of 
fruit-growing, and was largely re- 
sponsible for liif orcliard develop 
ment of the county. His sons fol- 
lowad In his footsteps, and one of 
them, John M. Miller, has very ex- 
tensive orchards and Is generally 
known as the "Apple King," Mr 
Miller is said to be one ot the 
largest, it not tbo largest, indlvldai 
apple-growers in the United States 
Another one ot the other earlier 
growers Was Jonathan Thatcher 
who planted one ot the first rom- 
merclal orchards ot any size In 
IS 65. FVve hundred trcc-s were set 
out In various varleli<'s, aud so well 
havi' they been taken care of by 
his sous that nearly all of theui 
are still bearing profitably. These 
men were among those who blazed 
the way, and when it was later dis- 
covered that the soil and climate of 
this section was especially suited to 
raising the finest quality of apples 
In tbe country, and that with proper 
attention the InsecU and fungus 



diseases which Injui fruit and 

tnfa epuld be eradicated, tte In- 
duatry kas gone forward nbtdly 
and is bringing handsome raturns tu 
all who are engaged in it 

Running through the length oi 
Berkeley county is an elevated ridg,' 
of land known .;8 the Apple I'i.' 
Kidije This ridge, which Is tWenl> 
iuil.'> in li iigih and about one mile 
wide, extends through In Virginia 
The soil on the ridge is a fine sand 
shale, with a ri< h cla.\ subsoil. Her,' 
are located most of the leading 
orchards, aud here the apple attains 
a high state of cultivation. All of 
the orchards, however, are not lo- 
catad on this ridge, as there ar. 
other portions of the county con 
tatniug soils equally as gdod for 
apple-gmwlng. The climate la tlii-< 
section is especially well adapted to 
fruit growing, this b«>lng eviden. . ii 
by the fact that hi the whole hi-- 
tory of the lndustr.\ lliere has ur\- 
er been a crop lailure due to ad 
verse weather conditions. 

The present generation of apple- 
growers are fully alive to tka ini- 
porUnce of spraying the trees wiih 
proper chemical mixtures to ofrs> t 
the ravages of InaecU and tungus 
diseases. With the aid ot the I'nit- 
ed Stall's Department of Agriculture 
and the Stale experimental station 
the growers have not only learnc.l 
how to spray scientifically, but the 
absolute lmi«>rtan<e of spraying to 
secure good, sound and healtliy 
fruit. They have also learned tlo' 
value ot using fertilisers containing 
proper IngredineU neeeasary to aid 
the young trees to attain their fnii 
growth and become large producers 
At first small hand spraying ma 
chines were used, but as these have 
gimdually been perfected the grow 
ers in this section have been quick 
to adopt tlie latest methods, and 
today most of them are using small 
power spraying ei|uipment run by 
gaaoUae anglnaa and mounted on 
portMM WltlllM. 

It la estlmatsd tl«i tk tka eount 
altogether about MOO aeraa arc 
laid out In apple orchards ot the 
bearing age, and it is said that the 
number of growing trees which will 
reaih the bearing age within the 
next five years aggregates l.'iO.Otiu 
As the Industry Is steadily expand 
Ing, It Is fully believed that the next

Stewart bad erected, adjoining his 
orchard, an especially planned 
building for housing and taading his 
emidoyea. This bntltfag' wmttlns 
comtonabis auartars, and also has 
an Individual aleetrtc light plant In- 
stalled. Here ha houses and feeds 
from 75 to 150 men. who receive, 
in addition to board ami loilglng, 
11.75 to %2 a day wages For his 
Individual use Hr Stewart lias also 
established a cooiierage sliop iiaving 
a capacity of 50,0«0 barrels in 60 
days. He is also Interested as con- 
trolling owner in an orchard of 
7100 apple trees in Illinois and 
100,000 tipple and 100,000 peach 
traaa in Connecticut, but said that 
the one In Berkeley county was the 
most profitflhle per aire Ills knowl- 
edge aud close study of the chemi- 
cal Ingredients necessary to offset 
the ravages of Insects aud fungus 
diseases led him to form a company 
known as the American Horticultur- 
al Distributing Co., which manufac- 
tures various ebemioal preparations 
used In spraying trses.

Other 
leading varieties include the Ben 
Davis, Black Twig, Wlnesap and 
North-western Greening, all of these 
being red apples, with the exception 
of the Northwestern Oreenlng, which 
Is a large green apple.
